Reagan enters ballot issues controversy 


SACRAMENTO (U PIi - Gov 
Ronald Reagan and Secretary of 
State Edmund G. Brown Jr. squared 
off in opposite corners today as the 
statewide 
controversy 
escalated 
over disputed ballot propositions 


Attorney General Evelle Younger, 
meantime, 
rejected 
Brown's 
request that he investigate what 
Brown said appeared to be fraud in 
qualifying four initiatives for the 
Nov. 7 general election. 


In a caustic letter. Younger, a 
Republican, 
told 
Brown, 
a 


Democrat, 
that 
unless 
more 
“ substantial'’ 
evidence 
was 
provided, “ We would be embarking 
on a fishing expedition.” 


Reagan 
plunged 
into 
the 
controversy Thursday when he told 
a news conference that “ it seems to 
me the whole fuss smacks verv 
much of politics and almost as if it is 
designed to arouse public opinion 
one way or the other with regard to 
just some of the initiatives.” 


Brown, like Younger a potential 
contender in 1974 
for governor. 


promptly brushed aside Reagan's 
allegation as “ ridiculous" and. in 
turn, charged that the responsibility 
for the initiative ruckus “ rests 
squarely 
on 
the 
governor's 
shoulders” 


He said he asked Reagan last vear 
to include funds in the state budget 
for two investigators who would 
look into possible allegations of 
initiative 
fraud 
but 
that 
the 
governor turned him down 


"Now 
he, 
Reagan, 
has 
conveniently 
forgotten 
that 
he 


blocked efforts to clean up the 
initiative process. Brown said. 


Brown, who has filed a lawsuit to 
remore the farm labor relations 
initiative from the ballot, said there 
may have been fraud or other 
irregularities in the collection of 
signatures for four other measures.

initiative. Prop 15, a measure to 
remove the governor's veto power 
over state employe pay raises.

At the same time Brown asked 
N ounger to conduct a statewide 
investigation ot what he said was 
fraud 
in 
collecting 
petition 
signatures to qualify the measures 
tor the ballot, he called on district 
attorneys in Tos Angeles, Alameda. 
Fresno and Sacramento counties to 
do the same 
He said he had evidence that 


petition circulators covered 
the 
attorney general’s official summary 
of the measures contents with 
dtxiger cards 
One professional 
petition circulator Robert Walters 
of Los Angeles said he did use 
dodger cards on Props. 15 and 22 
but said there was nothing illegal 
about it 
Reagan said that the legislature 
should investigate both the initiative 
process itself and why after Brown 
certified the measures for the ballot 
suddenly

City officials kickoff sewer bond issue promotion campaign 


Lompoc and the \ alley have a serious sewage treatment 
problem and Mayor George Cotsenmoyer, members of the 
Lompoc City Council and sanitation staff and former Mayor 
Harold Thompson called a news conference yesterday to 
explain it to the press and the public. 
The meeting was an introduction to the $1.5 million 
revenue bond appearing on the November ballot which w ill 
finance Lompoc's end of a regional sewerage treatment 
system to include Mission Hills, Vandenberg Village and 


The meeting was also a kick-off for citizens’ finance 
committee which is soliciting donations to pay for 
publicizing and explaining the issue to the public.Though 
strongly in support of the bond issue, the city is prevented 
from expending funds on its publicity by state law 
( harlotte Benton is chairman of the finance committee. 
The problem with the present system, according to 
Lompoc Sanitation Superintendent Jim Brightwell, is that 
the 
discharge 
from 
each 
of 
these areas 
into the 


underground Santa Ynez river tails way short of state 
water quality standards for sewage. 
The state will pay 80 per cent of the total $9 3 million 
regional project after the passage of the local bond, Mayor 
Cotsenmoyer added, but if the bond does not pass the city 
would probably lose this state support and have to finance a 
much more expensive program on its own 
The Mayor also left open the possibility that if the bond 
fails, the state could restrict Lompoc building permits, as it 
did after a sim ilar issue failed in Santa Barbara, and could 
fine the city up to $6,000 dailv for non compliance with 
water quality standards 


The existing plant was designed to meet the state water 
requirements of 1959. 
Brightwell outlined to pressmen. 
The requirements of 1972 are far more stringent than 
those of 1959 The treatment plant does not meet the 
present requirements or those of 1959 It nowhere near 
meets the requirements of 1972 in any aspect 
So at the 


present time, we are discharging water into the Santa Ynez 
river and we. in just plain language, are in violation of the 
<state dischrge» requirements." 
According to Cotsenmoyer, the regional project would, if 
passed, require a hike in sewer rates, but this increase 
would represent by far the cheapest way out of the Valley s 
sewage dilemma. 
"Our existing sewer service charge is $2 per month 
I nder this proposal it would be $5 per month," ne detailed. 
“Now, if the city has to go it alone «if the bond fails> our 
sewer rate w ill go up anywhere from 500 per cent to 100 per 
cent of the proposed rate of $5 per month (That is. the 
sewer rate without 
passage of the bond would be 
somewhere between $7 50 and $10 per month > 
If the bond issue does fail, 
the Mayor continued. 
We re going to have to start a m akeshift or crash 
program which in the long run is going to cost us one heck 
of a lot more money than this proposal " 
Cotsenmoyer added that the other co-operators of the 


regional facility would be required to pay their share of the 
construction of the new facilities at the Central and O 
Street wastewater plant and would also help finance the 
plant's operation 
In this regional concept, there various entities are going 
to have to lay cash on the line about equal to what our bond 
issue w ill be in addition to that they are going to have to 
bear their fair share of the operation and maintenance 
costs based upon not onl\ the quantity but also the quality 
of their effluent. Cotsenmoyer detailed. 


The city team added that the project would recycle clean 
treated water back into the underground Santa Ynez 
resem or and that this would postpone the importation of

By that time, student 
registration is expected to 
hit an all-time high in Santa 
Barbara County With the 
18-year-old vote to augment 
ranks of young voters, many 
feel the student vote could 
reach 10,000 in the county 
this year 
Veteran County Clerk J 
E Lewis, whose predictions 
as to registration, and vote- 
casting have always been 
close to the mark in past 
elections, says he is figuring 
on a 10,000 figure for student 
registration

exactly how many there 
are, because we don't have 
any 
separate 
count 
according 
to 
age,” 
he 
declared 
Lewis said that while new 
voter registration has been 
“ pretty heavy,” it hasn't

Planner confused 
by SY Valley attitude 


County Planning Commissin member 
Boyd Bettencourt, of Santa Ynez Valley, 
says he is confused as to prevailing 
sentiment in the valley, either for growth, 
limited growth or non-growth 
He told planning commission an example 
is the attitude taken in two specific cases, 
on properties near Janin Acres subdivision 
near Solvang 


Bettencourt made the declaration when 
the commission began consideration of 
possible violations in connection with a use 
permit granted to A R Kleinkauf to allow 
a maximum of 30 horses and a breeding 
stable 
Bettencourt said the permit recently 
died and it was recommended that the 
matter be dropped from the agenda and 
having the zoning investigator make a 
report later at a suitable time 


“ This property is adjacent to 
valley 
subdivision (Janm Acres) and there has 
been great pressure for little growth,” 
related Bettencourt 
He said there had been objections from 
nearby residents in the urban sector to the 


allowing ot the agricultural uses granted, 
and at the same time objections to 
residential density in lands which have 
been agricultural and which Insignis, Inc. 
proposes 
a 
residential recreational 
complex.” 


They are against but not for anything,”

SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain (UPli - The 
Basque region has long Wen famous tor its 
cm 
witches, but this week the Basque resort of 
San Sebastian has more broomsticks than 
ever before — the National Congress of 
Witchcraft opened Thursday 
More than 400 specialists in witchcraft 
from all over Spain attended the congress 
which consisted of three days of lectures, 
films, discussions and exhibitions 
All the lecturers are academics or 
doctors and the purpose of the congress is 
to further the scientific examination of 
witchcraft in Spain, said organizer Carlos 
Blasco 
Already so much interest has been 
aroused abroad that we have received a 
flood of mail, telegrams and phone calls 
from many European towns and cities and 
places in Asia and South America So next 
year we shall turn it into an international 
congress.’ he said 
High point of the three day event was to 
have been a 
black 
mass celebrated 
Saturday at Zugarramurdi in Navarre, at a 
place called the Field of the Male Goat 
“ The male goat is a witch symbol and the 
spof in Navarre has been famous since the 
16th Century as a place where witches 


came trom all over Europe to celebrate the 
witches sabbath. Blasco said. 
“ Such occasions later gave rise to fierce 
persecution of witches during the Spanish 
inquisition and the famous witch trials of 
Bordeaux, he said 


The 
Spanish 
government 
however 
forbade the mass. It was to have been the 
traditional reversal of the Roman Catholic 
mass with the sacrafice of a male goat and 
participants wearing goatskins. 


Instead the experts will have to make do 
with a special farewell witching supper, 
the menu of which will be as follows: Sea 
goat soup, toads legs mashed garlic and 
sausage, roast goat with magic herbs, goat 
cheese, apples roasted on a broomstick 
washed down with Bartota witches wine 
and followed by Alambique brandy and 
twisted Tuscan cigars. 


They will be entertained by a folklore 
dance group from Usturre called the 
Tempunoswho have kept alive the local 
tradition of performing a dance routine on

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The U.N. creates a noncountry

UNITED N A T I O N S - 
(NEA)—It has been an ugly 
diplomatic year for the Re­ 
public of (Nationalist) China. 
Last October the government 
was suddenly, that is to say 
rudely, bounced from a quar- 
ter-century of U.N m em ber­ 
ship Short while later, two 
Taiwan 
newspaper corres­ 
pondents were likewise ban­ 
ished from the rolls of the 
world body. One by one the 
U.N. cut away other Nation­ 
alist affiliations — its posi­ 
tion in the World Health Or­ 
ganization, its seat on the 
International Atomic Energy 
group. Then, most recently 
the 
word 
was 
l e a k e d , 
splashed, that the U.N. has 
decided to drop all Taiwan 
“ reference, note or informa­ 
tion" from its records and 
publications. 
And now. good golly, as if 
the wound isn’t deep enough, 
sources say the U.N. may be 
getting set to apply an offi­ 
cial coup de grace. Com­ 
munist C h i n a is reported 
ready to ask the General 
Assembly here to formally 
condemn 
any 
mention 
of 
Taiwan as separate from the 
mainland. The vote, if c a r­ 
ried, would have the effect, 
once and for all. of relegat­ 
ing Nationalist China to the 
status of a noncountry. 


Will the vote carry? Tai­ 
wan officials fear the worst 
“ Not because of Peking," 
says a Nationalist spokes­ 
man, “ free China can handle 
its enemies. We have always 
been able to handle our ene­ 
mies. It is our friends that 
we can’t seem to control." 


I n d e e d , the friends of 
“ Free China" have, as of 
late, been less than reliable. 
The lure of 800 million main- 
landers has shaken up the 
old alliances. Nations which 
once would not even accept 
mail from Peking, without 
first inspecting it. now are 
maneuvering for diplomatic 
ties. “ L o o k at the United 
States, for instance." says 
one ranking Nationalist. “ In 
the last 10 years Americans 
have put 45,000 lives and $120 
billion into a lost cause like 
Vietnam. But in that same 
time they have just stood by 
with hands in pockets while 
Free China gets its brains 
knocked out." 
It 
w asn’t 
always 
thus. 
Once the entire free world 
cheered T a i w a n . Twenty- 
three years ago when the 
Nationalists 
w e r e 
forced 
f r o m the mainland, most 
western nations offered aide 
and encouragement. In the 
United States, a magazine 


publisher Henry Luce began 
a kind of China lobby for 
"these brave people ” On a 
wider 
scale, 
former 
Con­ 
gressman Walter Judd cre­ 
ated a Committee of One 
Million to o f f e r not only 
m o r a l but financial and 
physical support. And Sen. 
Joe McCarthy of Wisconsin 
set his conservative wrath 
on anyone who would sug­ 
gest that there was any other 
China than Free China, any 
other worthy Chinese than 
those Chinese on Taiwan. 


It was, perhaps, the Mc­ 
Carthy excess which began 
to erode the western world’s 
enthusiasm for Taiwan “ He 
hurt us badly," says I-Cheng 
Loh, director of the Chinese 
Information Service in New 
York. “ But we didn’t ask 
him to do the things he did 
He was your Frankenstein, 
not our Frankenstein." None­ 
theless, a f t e r McCarthy, 
after the witch h u n t s for 
Communist s y m p a t h i z- 
ers, 
F r e e 
C h i n a 
never 
seemed so free again and 
Communist C h i n a didn’t 
seem that much more en­ 
slaved 
Over the years the 
original sympathy turned to 
apathy, then to some ani­ 
mosity Today, Luce’s China 
L o b b y is long dead and 
moldering. t h e Committee 
of One Million has changed 
its name (Committee for a 
Free China) and is moribund 
m Washington, and opinion 
polls indicate that most peo­ 
ple no longer are interested 
in Taiwan’s survivability

going out to people, finding 
a need and responding to 
that need with creative new 
p r o g r a m s . 
The

interesting 
educational 
developments for the future 
are right in this area of 
extending the University’s 
academic program to adults 
in

s u r r o u n d i n g 
communities.” 
The 
extended 
degree

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“ Friends?” scoffs I-Cheng 
Loh, “ give me the enemy 
any day." 
For its part, the Republic 
ol China has decided to ac­ 
cept its dam aged image and 
diplomatic reversals with as 
m u c h calm 
as 
possible. 
Eleven months after their 
U N . 
removal, 
they 
say: 
‘ We are disappointed but not 
dead ” Officials try to play 
down 
the 
em barrassm ents 
with quips ("The U.N. and 
the Communists d e s e r v e 
each other") or the rhetoric 
("West Germany is not in 
the U.N. and it seems to be 
doing very well” ). 


And 
actually, 
measured 
any other way than diplo­ 
matically, Taiwan is not in 
any national or international 
trouble. Since the U N. ouster 
the Nationalists h a v e in­ 
creased the number of their 
consulates in the U n i t e d 
States from eight to 10, and 
maintain "300 to 400 diplo­ 
mats and business execu­ 
tives here." Since the ouster, 
the nation’s trade has grown, 
not shrunk: "In the first five 
months of 1972 our exports 
are up 37 per cent over a 
corresponding period l a s t 
year." So bright are the n a­ 
tion’s finances, in fact, they 
have purchased ($180.000) an 
upcoming newspaper supple­ 
ment (in The New Y o r k 
Times) which has been en­ 
titled. "F ree China Is Alive 
and Well.” 
Yet despite the public pos­ 
ture of cheer, the sting of 
the last year still hurts Tai­ 


wan. "P lease." says an e m ­ 
bassy official, "don’t call us 
Taiwan. Call us the Repub­ 
lic of China. We are not Tai­ 
wan We are China, tem por­ 
arily on Taiwan." 


And the worst of the sting, 
obviously, is the loss of con­ 
fidence in former allies. Says 
Information Agency director 
1-Cheng Loh: “ I have done 
my best to drum up indig­ 
nant support for Free China 
But except for some news­ 
paper editorials, there has 
been no worldwide outcry. 
And even the newspapers 
seem to be blacking out Free 
China these days. Recently 
I sent out a story about how 
the new Communist delega­ 
tion has built a big wall out­ 
side its living quarters in 
New York The wall is gigan 
tic. It’s a block long and con­ 
structed of reinforced con­ 
crete. Its only purpose, of 
course, is to hide the Com­ 
munists’ quarters from the 
street. I thought it was a 
good story. I called it 
the 
second great wall of China.’ 
But so far I haven’t seen one 
single reprinting 
Can you 
imagine that kind of black­ 
out9" 


Blackout? An unfair term, 
perhaps. Then again, as Tai­ 
wan struggles increasingly 
alone, perhaps not. "Yes," 
says a U.N 
official, "you 
might say we are blacking 
Taiwan out. As far as our 
books 
show, 
anyway, 
Na­ 
tionalist China has ceased to 
exist "

Tests for college 
given to seniors 


Have 
you 
ever 
been 
rather 
frightened at the prospect of college 
entrance exams, SAT, or ACT tests0 
It has been known for several years 


now that a student planning to go to 
college may score low on these tests 
yet still get accepted to a good 
college. W hy is this so0 


The 
Scholastic 
Aptitude 
Test 
(SAT) is designed to provide certain 
standards for colleges by which 
their 
students 
are 
selected. 
However, many admission officers 
have been admitting students who 


earn comparatively low SAT scores, 
but who are highly motivated. 
Evidently, the college boards are 
becoming interested in the students 
spirit of learning as well as his 
intelligence. 


Studying 
for 
these 
tests, 
or 
spending time and money for special 
frilling or coaching programs is 
really not necessary’. It has proven 
in the past to be a complete waste of 


energy as well as money. The best 
possible way to prepare for the test 
(if any preparation is needed) is to 
spend time on general reading and 
school assignments. 


The SAT test will be given on 
October 14 at Lompoc Senior High 
School for both Cabrillo and Lompoc 


students Those planning to take this 
test should pick up an application in 
their Counseling Center and mail it 
at once to the SAT office in 
Berkeley. 
Deadline 
for 
the 
application is Sept. 25, and the cost 
is $6 50 for the SAT test and $10.50 
for the achievement tests (optional) 
that go with it. 


Students from either high school 
who want to take the American 
College Test (ACT) must have their 
applications mailed to Iowa before 
October 2. The test will be given at 
Cabrillo Senior High School and the 
cost for the test is $6 50 


Although the two college entrance 
exams (ACT and SAT) are optional 
for Seniors in high school, there are 
a series of tests which will come up 
in October that are required 


Such things as an A student having 
to 
take 
a 
medial 
course 
(developmental reading or senior 
math) has happened in the past 
years because the tests aren’t taken 
seriously 
However, this situation 
can be avoided if a student wants to 
just pass the tests in order to get 
them over with. 


If you are absent during the time 
that these tests are given, make-up 
dates can be arranged with your 
counselors 


ranging from freshmen in high 
school to 18 years of age.

The woman’s name is un­ 
important; she is merely one 
of a thousand, perhaps a 
million, people in the world 
who reportedly dream psy­ 
chic dreams. The man in 
.New York is Robert D Nel­ 
son, a student of the sub­ 
conscious; 
he 
sa у s 
he 
calmed the woman, 
then 
urged her to get back to 
sleep and get back to dream­ 
ing because: “ It’s just possi­ 
ble, 1 think that some day 
a lady like this is going to 
avert a similar tragedy” 
Nelson is the director of 
.-.omething called the Cen­ 
tral Premonitions Registry 
Box 482, Times Square Sta­ 
tion. N Y I 
and his hobby 
and passion IS collecting thè 
queer dreams and outland­ 
ish hunches of people from 
Lansing to London. Why’’ 
“ Well. I don't t h i n k we 
should just ignore the strong 
teelings people get. Time 
and again we see w here peo­ 
ple have actually predicted 
events before they happen 
My i d e a is to scrutinize 
these predictions, to gather 
them together and to see if 
some good can be made of 
them For example, if I got 
three or four letters sudden­ 
ly, advising me that Richard 
.Nixon was going to be in a 
plane crash on a certain day.

This is not one of 
those snicker articles about 
a v i s i o n a r y fruitcake. 
Neither is it a story of crys­ 
tal balls or third-eye peep­ 
ing. People have been suc­ 
cessfully predicting events 
since Nostradamus ,A sailor 
once wrote a book foreseeing 
the sinking of the Titanic 
Dozens of citizens had pre­ 
monitions about Lincoln’s 
assassination Few people, in 
fact, lack a ripe personal 
story of some unexplained 
dream come true, S o u n d 
scientific evidence says such 
things are poppycock. Rob­ 
ert Nelson himself says they 
are “ essentially impossible” 
-—but they happen anyway 
and Nelson’s interest lies in 
exploring the fact that thev 
do 
To get on with it! then 
Nelson’s call to his peculiar 
avocation began some years 
ago when he assisted staffers 
in the Dream Laboratory in 
Brooklyn’s Maimonides hos- 
Jital. The long-established 
aboratory s t u d i e s sut4i 
things as sleepers’ ability to 
remembei t h e i r dreams 
During experiments. .Nelson 
found that a few of the vol­ 
unteer dreamers not only re­ 
membered what they had 
dreamed the night Ibefore. 
but what they were going to 
dream the night to come 
Thus: “ I was bitten. 1 had 
to take it out of the labora 
tory and to the general pop­ 
ulation I set my registers 
up in 1968.“ 
Since then. Nelson has re­ 
ceived more t h a n 3.5dd 
d r e a m s and predictions 
.Most of them so far off mark 
as to be idiotic. One lady 
dreamed that radical pedi­ 
atrician Benjamin S p o c k 
would be President Nixon’s 
next secretary of Health. Ed­ 


ucation and Welfare—before, 
of course. Spock began his 
own presidential candidacy 
Another sleeper dreamed the 
Los .Angeles Dodgers would 
win the world series—before 
teams like Cincinnati and 
Pittsburgh had placed them 
10 games off the divisional 
pace 
Yet about 1 per cent of the 
predictions have been, says 
Nelson, “ close enough to be 
encouraging” And at least 
25 precognitions have been 
smack on the nose Wallace, 
for example And a predic­ 
tion of Gamal Abdel Nas­ 
ser’s 1971 death. So 
Says 
Nelson. 
It happens 
“ Re­ 
cently I ’ve gotten separately 
two letters predicting that 
Johnny Bench ithe Cincin­ 
nati baseball catcher) is go­ 
ing to be injured 
On the 
arm The reason I mention 
this IS because both predic­ 
tions came in at about the 
same time, from people who 
have no contact with each 
other 
1 don’t really think 
Mr 
Bench should stay in­ 
doors for the next few weeks 
- but well, for w h a t it’s 
worth” 


Nelson, doubtless, thinks 
some of the premonitions he 
receives are worth plenty 
He hesitates to come right 
out solidly behind the idea 
that some men dream the 
1 lit lire, but he leaves the 
possibility open for healthy 
inspection “ I was recently 
in Moscow for a conference 
there. The Russians, by the 
way. are very interested m 
premonitions .-\nyway, while 
I was there 1 saw two Rus­ 
sian women move objects 
around a table entirely by 
thought control 
Honest

saw it Ever since then. I 
tell you. I ’ve had an open

—traffic lights, you know— 
so they found this town. 
Arrow Rock, in central Mis- 
souri. 
Nothing citified about Ar­ 
row Rock. This is yesterday. 
They even have “slave gut­ 
ters” in the street 
Slaves 
put the rough stone gutters 
in and they 're still here. 
Don Taylor was directing 
the Big Arthur 1’ 
Jacobs 
film and it was the Fourth 
of July picnic scene. Down 
the Arrow Rock mam street 
came the parade of wagons 
and buggies and horses and 
people. 


The street is just as it 
was in the mid-19th century, 
except that the movie com­ 
pany added a wooden side­ 
walk and covered the street 
with 
dirt—some 
modern-' 
minded radical had paved it 
30 years ago or so. 


There’s kind of a ruckus'
